effort, the, U. S. Coast and 
Geodetic Survey reveals It is 
only beginning to literally get 
to the bottom of the subject. 


The sea floor off the South- 


land is one of the most thor- 
oughly studied submarine areas 
in the world. 
The past few 


decades have seen the estab- 
lishment in Southern Califor- 
nia of two institutions devoted 
to studying the ocean and its 
mysteries. The oldest of these 
is the University of California's 
Scripps Institution of Oceano- 
graphy at La Jolla. The other 
is the Allan Hancock Founda- 
tion" ofthe University of South- 
California at Los Angeles. 
W EADING the Scripps Instl- 
*^ tution's program of re- 
search into the nature of the 
ocean floor is the division of 


' submarine geology, headed by 


Dr. Francis P. Shepard. 
In 


his division »ce studied the ob- 
servations concerning the ocean 
floor 
made 
by commercial, 


naval, and research ships In the 
area.' The university has its 
own fleet of five seagoing ves- 
sels which can be put to use 
for special scientific projects. 
These specially equipped ships 
have ranged as far into the Pa- 
cific as the Marshall Islands 
and the Gulf of Alaska, out 
most of their work has beenv 
done off the California coast. 


Dr. Shepard is one of the 


world's very few authorities on 
submarine canyons. As it hap- 
pens, he has a submarine can-

The walls of the narrow,, 


winding Scripps canyon are of 
steep, bare rock. 


La Jolla submarine canyon is 


about a quarter of a mile 
deep. That makes it a small 
one. Up the California coast, 
at Monterey, is one of the 
steepest and deepest canyons 
anywhere in the world, equal- 
ling in its relief the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado. 
SUBMARINE canyons, like 
" other 
topographical fea- 


tures of the ocean floor, help 
determine the wave action on 
the shore. 
Near shore, waves 


in the deep water over canyon 
heads are usually smaller than 
those over adjacent shelves. 


How important this fact can 


bp has been shown by a study 
conducted by Paul Horrer, as- 
sistant oceanographer at the 
Scripps

did considerable damage to the 
breakwaters at Long Beach.

every week. That makes me 
think the organic gardeners 
. may have something wheh 
they say the secret is to make 
the plant so healthy It won't 
need any spraying." 


, Asked about 
broadcasting 


worms on a poor piece of soil, 
Brown shook his .head. 


"If the ground had food for. 


worms, nature would have put 
them there," he replied. -"The 
worms probably would starve 
if thrown out on that kind of 
ground. The best thing to do is 
to, work some vegetable mat- 
ter into the soil while the 
worms'are making compost. 
Then when -you spread this 
compost you not only will, be 
enriching the soil to support 
plants, but you will have some 
food-'there for.the worms scat- 
tered with the compost. If. 
they have something to eat, 
they will of course continue 
to develop the soil, .too."

"Now 
Is an excellent time of year for 
starting "snaps;" either from, 
seed or established transplants, 
It Is interesting to note that 
In this area snapdragons seem 
at their best during winter 
and early spring. ' 


For mnny years a m a t e u r 


gardeners h a v e 
complained' 


about the poor results obtained 
from sowing snapdragon seed. 
The reason is due to the small- 
ness of the seed and not, as so 
many think, to the low vitality 
ot the seed, The fact Is that all 
reputable seedsmen test their 
seeds 
at 
regular intervals; 


should the germination fall be- 
low a certain s a t i s f a c t o r y 
standard then the seeds are de- 
stroyed.

So much for the old' myth that 
a worm cut in half will become 
two worms. At the rate worms . 
multiply they don't need to 
resort to such; drastic tactics 
anyhow.

bright, reddish color and thick 
bodied. 
When they become 


skinny and cling together in 
balls, it's a sign they are not 
getting enough food or are too 
crowded. . 


Brown feeds his 300,000 


workers ground walnut hulls, 
which are a cheap cow feed; 
grass clippings, 
leaves 
arid 


garbage. That 300,000 figure, 
by the way, is merely an esti- 
mate. Browh thinks it is rea- 
sonably close but .he is willing 
to let anyone who doubts it 
count them. 


A' worm will eat nothing 


alive1. . . not even seeds. For 
this reason weed seeds and 
garbage seeds should be kept 
out of the pile, since no heat , 
is generated to kill them. 


Brown believes that a large 


garden. may be served from a 
pit six feet by six feet in size. 
After building a frame of foot- 
high boards, one should dig 
down inside it for another foot. 
The dirt should be piled around 
the outside of the frame for 
use in making the compost. 


Manure, 
vegetable 
matter 


and clippings should be scat- 
tered in the pit and a thin lay- 
er of dirt spread on top. A- 
bushel of "worm dirt," con- 
taining probably 2000 worms 
of assorted ages and countless 
egg capsules, is sufficient for 
a pile this size. 


If possible, the fertilizer fac- 


tory should be in the shade 
of a tree. Otherwise, a board 
top or canvas cover may be 
laid "over it. 


ABOUT 90 days after a pile 
•** is started, c o m p o s t is 
,ready for use. By continuing 
to withdraw the jrfeterial, re- 
placing it with new dirt and 
new feed, the gardener will, 
keep the worms from becom- 
ing overcrowded and the pit 
will be efficient 
for many 


years. 


Brown was past 70 when he 


retired at the end of World 
War II after 3% years in the 
Cal-Ship • Yards. 
In 
earlier 


years he had been in - the 
banking business and had been 
postmaster at Ryegate, Mont, 
before coming 'to California. 


One day, after his /retire- 


ment, he read a magazine ar- 
ticle about worms. Becoming 
interested in them, he bought 
5100 worth. 
Since then his 


hobby has not only occupied 
much of his time but also has 
added several hundred dollars 
a year to his income. 


.A test of the effectiveness of 


organic gardening and the use 
of worms in'the soil is being 
made at Lakewood Pan Ameri- 
can Park where Mrs. Opal 
Hamman, director, has planted 
two tulip trees in the experi- 
ment. One tree is set out in 
the ordinary way. The other, 
a few yards away, was plant- 
ed with earthworms and com- 
post added. The worms were 
supplied by F. L. Schleicher.

The alley cat is a descendant 


of early-day cats whose mates 
were native wildcats of Spain, 
Britain and the Orient. 
The 


Phoenicians, a people who lived 
in what is known now .. as 
Syria and Palestine took rare 
cats along with them on their 
ships when on trading mis- 
sions. They were able to trade 
these valuable ratcatchers for 
tin, spices, and silks. 
When 


these mixed cats were brought 
to America, they mingled with 
rarer breeds so that today we 
have alley cats with every sort 
of blood mixture. 
' 


As a destroyer of mice and 


rats, the alley cat has no equal. 
They are found in warehouses 
everywhere where they pro- 
tect goods from small pests. On 
the farm they destroy many 
rodents which eat grain, and 
they also help prevent rats 
from killing chickens and duck- 
lings. 
They chase crows and 


other birds from berry patches 
and fruit trees. They can be 
taught not to molest songbirds. 


The alley cat responds to love 


and care just as does any other 
cat. He makes a real compan- 
ion and friend. 
Give him a 


warm, .dry box or basket in 
which to sleep. A soft scratch- 
ing log should be provided the 
cat who lives indoors. He also 
appreciates his own private 
place of dry sand or dirt. 


The alley cat thrives on ev- 


erything the family eats. He 
enjoys potatoes, cooked or raw, 
breakfast food (especially if it 
has cream and sugar), and 
green vegetables and chopped

If fleas'are bothersome, a good 
bath with fleasdap will help, 
but'do be certain the cat is kept 
warm until dry. Cure worms 
with medicine made especially 
for cats. If the cat is quite ill, 
take him to the veterinary, for 
he deserves consideration. 


/ Small alley kitens do well on 
condensed or whole milk mixed 
with pablum. After they are 
we'aned from their mother, they 
need a little ground meat each 
day mixed with a little cod- 
liver oil, tomato juice, and a 
brewer's* yeast tablet.

A guest closet is built just in- 
side the front door. 


By using a panel of fluted 


glass set in a .planter base, 
the. front door was set apart 
from the living room, giving

freed the homeowner who sells 
his home to buy another from 
the previous unfair federal tax 
on the theoretical capital gain 
In sale of the former home, Al- 
exander Summer, Newark, 
president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards, 
•aid yesterday. 


The new law provides that 


when the sale of the taxpayer's 
principal residence is followed 
within a year by the purchase 
of a substitute, or when the 
substitute is bought within a 
year prior to the sale, gain is 
to be recognized only to the 
extent that the selling price 
of the old home exceeds the 
cost of the new, Summer ex-' 
plained. 


The hew provision applies 


where one residence •'is ex- 
changed for another, where a 
replacement residence is con- 
structed by the taxpayer rath- 
er than purchased, and where 
the replacement is a residence 
which had to be reconstructed 
in order to permit occupancy, 
it was pointed out by Summer. 


In the case of construction 


of a new home, it must be 
tised as the taxpayer's princi- 
pal residence within 18 months 
after the sale of the former 
house, and this 18-month pe- 
riod is allowed for reinvesting 
the proceeds of the sale. In 
other cases, the new house 
must be used as the principal 
residence within a year after 
the sale.

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Sunsets over water make very effective pictures. 
Color film is ideal medium to capture the colors. 


I'VE NEVKR known a pic- 


ture-taker, no matter how 


casual his interest in snap- 
shooting, who didn't sooner or 
later get around to trying a 
sunset shot. If he doesn't, It 
may be because he doesn't 
know It can be done with sim- 
ple equipment. But It can. 


It Is difficult to establish any 


hard and fast rules for this 
snapshooting subject because 
such natural phenomena are 
more often characterized by 
beauty than uniformity. Norm- 
ally, with the sun hidden by 
clouds, but still above the hori- 
zon, you could use an average 
snapshot exposure. This means 
that it is within the scope of 
the box camera fan. Later on, 
during the after-glow, a longer 
exposure — and therefore, an 
adjustable camera—will be ne- 
cessary. 


Color film, of course, Is the 


Ideal medium to capture the 
sunset hues in all their glory. 
It's heartening to know that 
if you miss the exposure a 
little, you'll still get a picture. 
Slight 
underexposure 
will 


merely deepen the colors a bit, 
while an 
overexposure •will 


make them more delicate. Of 
course, you can go too far in 
either 
direction. 
But 
your 


chances will be good If you 
try the early parts of the sun- 
set at about 1/50 at f5.6, in- 
creasing the exposure as the 
scene darkens. 


When using black-and-white 


film, you'll need to rely a little 
more on the contrast between 
cloud and sky to make an ef- 
fective picture. With a sunset 
that Is a riot of vivid oranges, 
reds and yellows, regular snap- 
shot film is best. 
Ordinary 


snapshot film will yield good 
results, in fact, may give a 
more striking e f f e c t than 
would a panchromatic type 
film since Its contrast 
you 


want. 


There are many ways in 


which you can enhance the 
beauty of u sunset sky. How 
you choose to do it will depend 
on the particular situation. 
However, framing the picture 
with tree branches is always 
effective and usually possible 
to do.
